Resignation To School Board 


The Reverend George J. Busdiecker submitted his resignation 


pffective on April Ist, 1950 to the Board of Education at their last 
egular meeting Tuesday, January 24th. 


Since the resignation came at 
the close of the meeting the board 
deferred action until the next 
regular meeting Tuesday, Febru- 
ary 14th. ‘ 

Busdiecker will have completed 
seven years of faithful to the 
Santa Ana City Schools on April 
1, 1950. He stated in his letter of 
resignation, addressed to his fel- 
low ‘board members, that the in- 
creasing responsibilities of -his 
church work left him neither the 
time nor the energy to devote to 
activities of the school system. 
“But,” said Busdiecker, “I count 
it a privilege and a joy to have 
shared with my fine and honor- 
able colleagues on the board the 
past seven years the progress we 


have made in the educational pro- 
grams of our schools.” 


Among his numerous jobs Bus- 
diecker is a consultant for resettle- 
ment of displaced persons in this 
area under the sponsorship of the 
National Lutheran Council.

H. Clyde Files 
Taken by Death 


Local school circles were stun- 
ned Thursday, January 12th, when 
the announcement was made that 
Clyde Files, Santa Ana 


custodian, succumbed at St. Joseph 


college 


hospital following a brief illness. 

Files joined the Santa Ana col- 
lege staff in 1942 and was ex- 
tremely interested in school af- 
fairs. He was the sole guardian 


of the Don Victory Flag during 
football season. 


Mr. Files was one of the earl- 
jest settlers of Orange County and 
led an active and varied life here. 
In the early years of the second 
world war he worked at the Los 
Alamitos Air Station.

f you saw a man painting our 
flagpoles recently, you were privi- 
leged to see “the greatest steeple- 
jack of all time.” Bert Conklin, 
32-year-old Huntington Park resi- 
dent, has travelled in every one of 
the United States painting flag- 
poles, antennae, towers, high 
buildings, and steeples. 

Santa Ana recently had the op- 
portunity to watch the high climb- 
ing painter at work when over 22 
school flagpoles were painted, in- 
cluding those here at SAC, with 
only four-and-one-half minutes al- 
lowed for each one. In California 
Conklin has painted over 22,000 
flagpoles. The antennae on Mount 
Wilson owe their gleaming coat 
of paint to the quick hands of the 
man who says, “I can take on any 
job from the ground up. So far 
no job has been too high or too 
rugged.” 

Born in Fenwick, Michigan, 
Conklin made his choice of a ca- 
reer during his high school days 
at Belding and Greenville High. 
When he was thirteen years old, 
Conklin climbed to the top of an 
apple tree,. across the fence of the 
school yard, to accommodate his 
hungry classmates. The principal

‘The one lucky 
thing about it was that I didn’t 
fall out into the street.” 


Asked what the trickest object 
was that he has ever painted, 
Conklin said that the clock on the 
Spurgeon building in downtown 
Santa Ana can compete with any- 
thing else he has ever painted. 
Shingled roofs on steeples are also 
pretty tricky because sometimes 
the shingles give away. And flag- 
poles that -have been allowed to 
rust through by infrequent paint- 
ing are extremely dangerous, ac- 
cording to Conklin, because some- 
times they break off. “But,” says 
Conklin, “I’ve never been stump- 
ed and I'll take any job if the 
price is right.”
